it therefore Ordained, That no Appeale 
ſhall be received or admitted thereup- 
on, untill the party appealing ſhall lay 
downe in money,cither with the ſaid Ju- 
ſticesof Peace, or in the Court of Chan- 
cery, the full value of the Tithes adjud- 
ged before the ſaid Juſtices, by way of 
ſecurity, to proſecute his Appeale with 
effe@&, and to render. double coſts and 
damages to the party injur'd or delayed 
by the Appeale, in caſe no reliefe be gi- 
ven upon the. Appeale to the Proſe- 
eutor, 
Provided that this Ordinance hal] 
' continue and be in force from the foure 
and twentieth day of July, 1647. untill 
the firſt day of Noyember, which ſhall 
be in the yecre, 1648. |
